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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hayhurst (US 5,417,691). Hayhurst teaches an orthopedic anchor (Fig. 
6) comprising a biocompatible end unit segment 10 having a generally cylindrical shape; 
and a biocompatible cable 12 depicted as braided and mechanically coupled with the 
end unit segment 10 to generally form a "T" shape; wherein the orthopedic anchor has 
sufficient strength to withstand foreseeable pull forces experienced during use as an 
anchor for orthopedic implantation. 

While Hayhurst does not explicitly disclose that the "end unit segment 10 is 
foldable against the cable 12 to fit within a delivery conduit for delivery of the orthopedic 
anchor through a hole, and the end unit segment 10 can return to the T shape after 
implantation," he does disclose the end unit 10 segment being deformable as depicted 
in Figs. 2 & 6 and clearly shows the cable's (12) flexibility. The Examiner asserts that 
since the end unit segment 10 is deformable, as disclosed, and the cable 12 is flexible, 
the end unit segment is fully capable of the folding and returning actions claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6, 13 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Hayhurst. Hayhurst discloses the claimed invention except for the orthopedic 

anchor is formed at least partially of at least one of stainless steel and titanium. It would 

have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 

made to form the orthopedic anchor of Hayhurst at least partially of at least one of 

stainless steel and titanium, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a 

worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended 

use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416.
